And fo likewife the Sufpicion 
a Pampblet is intended as a Libel chrows 
on the Perfons at whom it is fup- 
jo be levelled, than the moft open and de- 
i Inveétive ever did. Such, in both Cafes, 
ihe Injuftice of Calumny ! 

What gave me a Ground for this Reflection 
that there are Perfons it feems in the World, 
tho are for turning every thing into a Libel. 1 
il be bold to fay, that a malicious Calumny 
poot hurt great Men, tho’ it may reflect Dif- 
eeupon the Author ; nay, on the contrary, 
fen does them a Service: for Men are apt 
tity thofe whom they fee injured. But indeed 
wn Truths are uttered, the Cafe is altered : 
ficked Men bave Reafon to apprehend Truth, 

therefore it is no Wonder they profecute it. 
Julius Cefar, who was the moft merciful 
igenerous of all the Romans, never punifhed 
thing that was faid againft him: and the 


of confequence would have advifed him to 
Supprefs and punifh every thing that was writ- 
ten upon the Times as Libels———In which 
cafe, as there was a Senate very odious to the 
People, and who therefore drew upon them- 
felves the Reproof of all the remaining Romans, 
the Practice we cal] by the Name of Informa. 
tions would have been as rife and as terrible in 
Rome as the Plague itfelf. 

Tiberius, who fucceeded him, and was a 
Prince of another Stamp, took a contrary 
Method in this as well as every other Refpect. 
To his eternal Infamy it is recorded, chat he 
forced M. A8milius Scaurus to kill him{elt only 
for having written the Tragedy of Atreus 5 in 
which he advifed the People, who lived under 
the Government of a bad Prince, to be patient 
and fubmit to Tyranny, The Emperor would 
have it that the Poet ftruck at him in the Cha- 
racter of Atreus, knowing he had commiued 
many Murders and illegal Outrages: and there- 
fore, with a Mixture of Wit and Malice he 
faid, ** He would make an Ajax of Scaurus, 
by forcing him to kill himfeli § 

Under fo vile a Governmeit as this of Tibe- 
rius, a Man mutt be mad who fhou'd venture 
to write upon the Times, when every Truth 
muft be Treafon. In fuch an Adewniftracion, 
the moft diftant Shadow o a Refi €i0n giares 
in their Eyes ; and they are cxu.mely witty 
and malicious at mye Applications, The 
fame flagitious Prince (for his Reign turnifhes 
many Inftances of extravagant Tyranny) put a 
poor Fellow to Death barely for a Jeft ; but it 
was one that carried both Truth and Satire in 
it. Auguftus had by his aft Wil! bequeathed 
a Legacy to every Roman Citizen, which Tibe- 
rius took no Care to fee difcharged. As a 
great Funeral paffed one Day thro’ the Streets, 
a certain Man with much Buftie and Difficulry 
prefied thro’ the Croud, and whifpered fome- 
thing in the dead Man’s Ear. The People 
flocked about to know the Meaning of this 
Whim, and enquired into the Contents of the

ered both the Affeitions and Grievances of 
People ; the latter of which, had Maecenas 
4corrupt Minifter, he would have cndea- 
dt have kept from his Knowlege ; and

had not yet received their Legacies. The In- 
formers foon carried this Story co Tiberius, who 
fent for the Man, paid him down his Legacy, 
and caufed his Throat to be cut, telling him, 
‘© That he might now go himfelf, and inform 
Auguftus, that One was paid,* 

The Freedom oi the poor Fellow’s Raillery 
may perhaps be ftiled, by ill-natured People, a 
fufficient Provocation: for the Emperor’s Bar- 
barity ; but all the Actions of this Prince were 
of apiece: His was a Reign of Rapine and 
Blood ; and therefore we are the lefs to wonder 
at this Cruelty. His Fury extended to all forts 
of Wit and J.earning: He found in every 
Writing fome Pretence, or other, for punifhing 
its Authors. He caufed one Poet to be thrown 
into Prifon, becaufe, in his Tragedy of Aga- 
memnon, he .had not reprefented that Prince 
great enough ; and that Failure in Character 
was a Reficétion upon all other Princes. 

Cremutius Cordus, the Hiftorian, was accufed 
in his Reign for praifing Brutus, and faying,

that ** Cafius was the laft of the Romans :” 
for the vile Sycophants and Flatterers of the 
Court drew this Inference from the Expreffion, 
that if Cafius was the laft of the Romans, 
Tiberius could be no Roman, and confequently 
no Emperor of Rome. Here was Laje Ma- 
jeftatis Crimen implied, a traiterous Intention 
of depofing Tiberius: The Author’s Annals 
were cenfured as a factious, dangerous, and 
treafonable Libel, and the Author himfelf a 
feditious Man, in upbraiding the prefent Times 
by commending the Times paft. 

The Iffue of this virulent Profecution was, 
that Cremutius Cordus was clapt up in clofe 
Confinement, and reftrained from every thing 
that could contribute to make a Prifon eafy. 
He had all the Rigor fhewn him, which, as 
Suetonius tells us, that Emperor practifed againft 
State-Delinquents: Quibus cuftodie traditis, 
non modo Studendi folatium ademptum, fed etiam 
Sermonis &F Colloquii Ufus :-—** When they were 
thrown into Prifon, they were not only denied 
the Converfation of Friends, but the Use of Pen 
and Ink, the Means and Comfort of Study.” 

Another remarkable Inftance of Oppreffion 
in this Reign was the Cafe of Maximus Alexis 
Murena. He had given fome undefigned 
Offence to the Senate, or rather they had con- 
ftrued that into Offence in him which in any 
other would have been none at all ; for there 
was a Party among them who entertained fecret 
Refentments againft him, and who therefore, 
right or wrong, were determined to have him 
in their Power. Alexis was of a noble Family, 
and to be noble in Manners too, were Crimes 
it feems in the Eyes of this Senate not to be 
paffed over with Impunity ; for the Hiftorian 
afligns no other Reafon for the Treatment he 
met with. However, nct to do as they do at 
Rome, was a much greater Offence to that Se- 
nate, that it has been fince againft good Breed- 
ing ; und an Opportunity of Revenge is never 
wanting to thofe who have the Power, They 
ordered Alexis therefore to attend, which, when 
he had obeyed, they further ordered him fo 
kneel while their Sentence of Difpleafure was pro- 
nouncing on him, This Circumftance of Kzeel- 
ing was only added to gratify fome young Cox- 
combs, who were much fitter for a Nur/ery than 
the Senate, and who had no other poffible means 
of triumphing over Alexis; for they were as 
contemptible out of the Senate as they were 
terrible in it. Some of the beft Blood of an- 
tient Rome ran in the Veins of Alexis, and upon 
hearing this high Indignity to human Nature, 
but higher to a Roman, offered him, it ani- 
mated him with a Spirit more becoming his 
Forefathers in an Age of Virtue than prudent 
in him in this: He boldly anfwered, Solim 
procumbo Diis, ** 1 kneel but to the Gods.” 
They made fhort Work of it. He was com- 
mitted, with the ufual Reftriétions, no Pen, 
Ink, or Paper, &c. for a high Contempt of 
Privilege, becaufe he would not kaeel before a 
Set of Fellows capable of nothing better thar 
the Ruin of. their Country. The Hiftorian gives 
us to underftand, Alexis was afterwards cither 
profcribed or banifhed, becaufe be dared com- 
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It would,be endlefs to ame only the In- 
ftances of Libels and Profecutions of Libels in 
this Reign. Tiberius and his Senate, who play’d 
all the Game between themfelves, mutually 
borrowing each others Name and Authority, 
did not incumber themfelves with the ‘Trouble 
of giving Reafons for .heir Profecutions. They 
were infolent, ftupid or ignorant enough to con- 
tent themfelves with faying in general, and 
that in their very Inftruments of Profecution, 
That the Offender /editioufly maintained the 
Rights and Liberties of Rome, €%c. What 
kind of Virtues were in Fafhion, and how fafe 
and pleafant it was to live, in an Age when to 
be brave and boneft was to be /editious and 
criminal, is an Enquiry more irkfome than 
neceffary ; and therefore declined. 

Thus it has ever been in wicked and tyran- 
nical Governments; and all that we can fay for 
it is, in the Words of our homely Engli/h Pro- 
verb, “* The galled Horfe will wince.” 

Thefe rigorous Profecutions call to my 
Mind a fhrewd Obfervation of Ben Fobn/on's, 
in his Play of Sejanus, 

It is an Argumeut the Times are fore, 
When Virtue cannot fafely be advanced, 
Nor Vice reprov'd. 


Where extravagant and invidious Comments 
will pafs for Conviction, there is nothing that 
was ever written or fpoken but may be wrefted 
intoa Libel, There are a Set of Men who in- 
feft the Law, and fwarm about wicked Gover- 
nors with the bufy Impertinence of Jnformations. 
Thefe have very tra€table A pprehenfions as well 
as hungry Appetites, and are ever ready on the 
Scent for Precedents againft any Man who falls 
under the Spleen of Power, expecting that way 
to pufh for Preferment: And where neither 
Law or Precedent is to be found, they labour 
with Rounds, and Doubles, and Innuendoes, to 
{crue an Innocent Man into the Snare. 

The Orators of this kind are much like the 
hungry Wolf, that was under a Vow of Abfti- 
nence from all manner of Fie: But feeing a 
fat Hog, happily wallowing in the Mire, his 
Stomach began to be too powerful for his Con- 
Science, and he thus palliated the Matter to him- 
felf: ** Ihave read, fays he, in fome Author, 
either antient or modern, I can’t remember 
which, that Porcus is Latia for a certain Fifh ; 
and therefore, tho’ I muft not eat him as a Hog, 
I may make a good Dinner on him as a Fifh, 
without breaking my Vow of Abftinence.” 

With much fuch Ingenuity of Reafoning as 
this are innocent Men worried by the Wolves 
of the Law. But to the Honor of our Englih 
Annals be it remembered, we have no fuch ridi- 
diculous Examples of the Rage of Power: 
For as ours is a Government of Laws, and 
as our Peers are to try us by thofe Laws, it 
cannot be imagined we fhould ever encourage 
any Power to injure them or ourfelves, call it 
Information or by any other Name we pleafe. 
Thefe Peers or Juries will of courfe maintain the 
Rights and Liberties of their Fellow-fubjeéts, 
becaufe in thofe are included their own: But 
they will not do amifs to remember, when they 
are trying any-Caufe by Information, that they 
now form the only Barrier againft abjolute 
Power, tho’ formerly there were Twelve Men 
to prefent, as well as Twelve to try, fuch a 
Caule. I fay, it will not beamifs to remem- 
ber this, not only that they may be fenfible of 

. thei own Importance, but that they may 
- be mindful to <a it,

Monday next comes on, at Guildhall, before a

They write from America, that in May died, 
aged 60, his excellency Samuel Ogle, Efq; late go- 
vernor of Annapolis Royal. 

Alfo died at New York Cornelius van Horne, 
Efq; one of the reprefentatives in the general aflem- 
bly of that province, and alderman of the Eaft Ward 
of that city. ; 

The fire which broke out laft Saturday in Lin- 
coln’s Inn New fquare, in a fhort time intirely con- 
fumed No. 10, and all but the two undermoft f{to- 
ries of No. 11, being in the whole 16 {ets of cham- 
bers. The rage of the flames defeated the affiftance 
of what little water could be got, which was very 
fcarce. The gentlemen who loft their chambers in 
this dreadful Scene, are R. Willbraham, Efq; the 
Hon, Edward Harley, Efg; the Hon. Charles Yorke, 
Efq; E. Hoskyns, Efq; ——— Cholmley, Efq; —— 
Antell, Efq; all in No. 10. Mr. Yorke and Mr. 
Hoskyns, who lay up one pair of ftairs, were both 
afleep and efcaped in their breeches and fhirts only, 
at the moft imminent hazard of their lives. All the 
papers, books, plate, furniture, and wearing apparel, 
of the above gentlemen were deftroyed, and not an 
article faved. The gentlemen in the next ftair cafe, 
(No. 11) viz. John Sharpe, Efq; follicitor to the 
treafury, Edward Booth, Efq; Mr. Ambler, Mr. 
Fazerkaley, Mr. Fellers, and Mr. Wilmot, had juft 
time to fave things of moft confequence from the 
flames, There are various reports of its beginning, 
which was generally believed to be either in Mr, 
Powell’s chambers under thofe of Mr. Wilbraham, 
or in Mr, Wilbraham’s. he many private 
perfons whofe material properties were lodged in the 
hands of the above gentlemen of eminence, render 
it impoffible to make any computation of the irre- 
parable loffes and difficulties that many families muft 
neceflarily be involved in. ‘The ftamp office was in 
great danger, and had not the Wind been favour- 
able for it, the party wall could hardly have faved 
it. All the goods in the ftocking and ftick thops 
under the gateway were deftroyed, and feveral of 
the little fhops in Serle ftreet were damaged. It is 
remarkable, that when the fire was firft difcovered, 
the greateft part of the watchmen were drunk and 
afleep ; and what adds to this calamity, the wife of 
an upholder in Carey-ftreet, being left by her nurfe, 
and hearing that her husband was gone to affift the 
fufferers, found means to hang herfelf in his abfence, 
having been for fome time difordered in her fenfes. 

Mr. Wilbraham had lately purchafed an eftate of 
ry value, the title deed to which, befides number- 
efs other deeds, mortgages, &c. were burnt. 

Mr. Pickering, clerk to Mr. Wilbraham, has loft 
upwards of 11001. in money, and bank notes of 
his own and other perfons, and fecurity for 30,0001. 
more. 

Meno 4. feffions ended at the Old Bailey, when 
Thomas Wilford was tried, and conviéted of the 
wilful murder of Sarah his wife. Immediately after 
his conviétion he received fentence of death, and 
was executed on Thurfday morning, when his body 
was given to be diffe€ted, according to the direétion 
of the late a&; the firft example of that neceflary & 
falutary law, which only allows one day between 
conviction and execution, unlefs Sunday intervene, 
His youth & becoming behaviour were fuch as could 
not fail of drawing compaftion.

Among other tricks pra€tifed by thofe who Cons 
fpired to defraud the infurers by faking thips infured, 
they ufed to purchafe goods of tradefmen, pay for 
them, and ordered them to be packed up and fent 
on board the fhip: In the night time the goods were 
taken clandeftinly out of the fhip, and afterwards 
fold for what they would bring. In this manner a 
clockmaker in ‘iower-ftreet fome time ago had a 
clock befpoke, which he made according to order; 
and when he finifhed it, he received his money, put 
up the clock in a cafe, and delivered it on board, 
A few days afterwards he was furprized to fee, ashe 
thought, the fame clock in a broker’s fhop, and} 
a nearer infpeCtion he knew it to be fo. Upon en 
quiry, he found that the broker had bought it of the 
captain of the fame fhip, on board of which he hal 
fent it: By thefe means, after the fhip was fun 
they could not only produce the tradefmen’s receipt 
for the goods, but alfo prove the delivery of thes 
on board, and confequently make their demands on 
the infurers.,
